SOUTH GEORGIA, BROOKS COUNTY—If 
there is anything in the world prettier than a 
herd of golden Guernseys in a lush pasture 
which climbs up the slope of a tree-covered hill 
where trees and sky seem to meet, I have never 
seen it. 

I was thinking this as we drove along the 
road up to the home and dairy of J. Pope Bass. 
He calls it Longview Farms, and once we had 
reached the hilltop where his home and dairy 
barns stand, I knew why. In every direction 
the green, rolling pasture lands sloped away into 
valleys which climbed again to the tops of dis- 
tant hills. It was a long view and one looked at 
it a long time, thinking what a job man and na- 
ture can do if only man will do his part. 

“I’ve been taking you to see men who have 
turned to cattle in recent years,” said County 
Agent I. V. Cawley. “Now I want you to see 
a man who always has been a stock man.” He 
was manager of stock farms for years The last 


_ job he had in that capacity was with the Georgia- 


Florida Farms, a corporation. He was shippin 
an express car of milk every day. . 

“In 1927 he found out he was doing a lot for 
others and not so much for himself. He had 
$1,000 saved up and he found this farm which 
was valued at $35,000. He took a chance. 

“He sold his own car and used that money to 
get a truck with which he could deliver milk. 
He then went to Wisconsin and because they

knew him there as a good stock man they sold 
him cows on credit. You want to see him?” 

“Tt sure do,” I said. 

And that’s how we happened to be driving 
up the road to the dairy. es 

The farm long ago was paid for and is so 
successful and its pastures are such fine examples 
of what pastures ought to be that . Pope Bass’ 
advice is more sought after than any other man 
in all South Georgia. 

When he took the farm it had been butchered. 
But he soon had it going. His boys helped him 
with the delivery of milk and within a few years 
their pastures were paying off so well that the 
farm was given a certificate two years running 
for having attained the highest production in the 
State.

Former Sen. Warren Austin, perma-

Such abuse, in the face of the President’s 
consistent efforts for peace, can only stem 
from sheer malice and/or a colossal igno- 
rance of the facts.

Already the French Foreign Minister, 
Georges Bidault, has called the lie on 
Russian charges that the U. S., via the 
Marshall Plan, intends to enslave Europe.

I see where a fellow who lately described 

himself to me as having started out as a one- 

~~ gallus lawyer has just added 6,700 acres of tim- 

berland to his company’s holdings, and it occurred to me that it 
was time to do a little piece on him. ‘ 


He is Judge Harley Langdale, of Valdosta, Ga.. but he spreads 
out over a large chunk of piney woods land. I assume every 
turpentine farmer in Georgia, South Carolina. Florida. Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana knows and likes the judge and regards 
him as something of the fabulous figure he is. 


That is because he has been president of the 
American Turpentine Farmers’ Association since 
its formation 12 years ago.

Teaching Millions 
To Read and Write 


There is a movement which has been gaining 
momentum in China since soon after World War 
II which may, quite easily, prove the strongest 
single factor in the establishment of individual liberty and democ- 
racy as the worldwide way of life. 
It is known as the Mass Education Movement. It is nonpart- 
san, nonpolitical, yet it has already had greater effect upon the 
lives of more Chinese than any other modern development. 
One day last week a young Chinese, a man active in this Mass 
Education Movement, sat in this office and talked about it. He 
told me some of the difficulties and some of the triumphs. His 
name is Tsun-chi Liu. He has been in this country for several 
months studying America’s system of free schools, observing our 
industrial and social progress, learning some of the background 


of our governmental problems. 


a eee ee 


The idea of the Mass Education Movement was 
born in France during World War I. At that 
time there were 200,000 Chinese laborers working for the Allies in 
Most were illiterate peasants from North China. They 
were homesick but could not write letters. A small group of Chi- 
nese scholars, educated in America, went.to France to help them, 
to write their letters for them and to read the replies. 

Among this group was Y. C. James Yen, now director of the 
Mass Education Movement. ca 

These Chinese language is, perhaps, the most difficult of all to 
learn. It includes many thousands of characters. In the plan to 
teach adult illiterates to read and ta: write, however, it was seen 
at the start there would have to be a simplification of the language. 
So Yen developed a Basic Chinese, similar in idea to the Basic 
English advocated by Winston Churchill. 

There are 1,300 characters in Basic Chinese. The average Chi- 
nese man can learn to read and to write in Basic Chinese in four 
months’ time. It is devised, primarily, with the Chinese farmer 
in mind. With it he can read newspapers printed in Basic Chi- 
nese. He can understand a contract and thus protect himself. 

Yen then found it was necessary to create a library in Basic 
Chinese. Today there are 1,000 different books printed in Basic 
Chinese. There are special magazines and newspapers. 

Some 60,000,000 Chinese have been taught to read and to write 
in this medium. 

Prior to the work of the Mass Education Movement, only about 
15 percent of China’s population of 450,000,000 was literate. There 
is a long road yet to travel before illiteracy is wiped out, but they 
are moving down that road. . | 
Not All The ability to read and to write, however, is not all the 

movement brings to the Chinese. It teaches better and 
more scientific methods of farming and marketing, improvement 
of rural industries and handicrafts. 

Where the Movement has spread, the yearly income of the 
average farmer has been nearly doubled. By crossing the breed 
of native hens with Leghorns, egg production has doubled. Breed- 
ing Poland China and native pigs has resulted in hogs which put 
on one-third more weight at no increased feed cost. And so on. 

Most important of all, however, has been the training given 
entire communities in modern political democracy, a system they 
know as “People’s Government.” : 

It is this which is spreading the love of individual freedom, 
of democracy, through China’s millions. 


Sacrifice The Mass Education Movement received its great 

impetus which educated Chinese, sacrificing their 
comfortable homes in Peking, went to live, with their families, in 
a poverty-stricken, muddy and dusty county in North China called 
Tinghsien. They made of this county a social laboratory to test 
their plans. It had 400,000 population. 

The results were so fine that today there are more than 800 
similar centers, big and small, throughout China. They are, liter- 
ally, revitalizing the life of an ancient, backward people and build- 
ing a democracy from the bottom up. 

The impact of such a movement among 450,000,000 people can- 
not fail to be felt all over the world.
